Lausanne, Feb. 5.—(By A. P.)—The 


collapse of the near east conference 
after weeks of deliberation that had 
been

crises led delegations of the powers 
to wonder whether Ismet Pasha in 
refusing to sign the treaty, was 
trusting'in those "incalcuable forces" 
whose presence the allied statesmen 
have felt. 
Rumors of the military interfer- 


ence between Turkey and 
Russia 
emphatically dented when they came 
to the attention of conference cir- 
cles a short time ago, have revived 
and there are admittedly other dis- 
turbing elements in the situation. Is- 
met informed the correspondents that 
until he received a formal notifica- 
tion to the contrary he would con- 
sider the negotiations as still in pro- 
gress. In this connection It was 
pointed out that the Mudania armis- 
tice would be effective until conclu- 
sion of the conference.

specificially the Turks refused to, ac- 
cept the capitulation and economic 
clauses of the document as present- 
ed by the allies declaring that they 
could not agree to be bound by the 
contracts and concessions of the for- 
mer regime. 
"I refuse to accept economic slav- 


ery for my country" said Ismet in 
his talk with the correspondents 
"for the demands of the allies re- 
move all possibility of economic re- 
habilitation and kill all our hopes " 
The formal Turkish reply suggest- 


ed that inasmuch as the two factions 
were in agreement on 80 percent 
on the the questions these clauses 
be signed. It maintained that the 
Turks should be allowed to give fur- 
ther consideration to the problems 
entailed in a recognition of the ob- 
ligations of the Ottoman 
empire, 


but declared that the concessions 
granted by the former government 
had been distributed so promiscous- 
ly that to recognize them would im 
pose a burden the new regime could 
not agree to bear. 
Turning to the captilations ques- 
tion the Turks agreed to permit the 
appointment of formal legal advisers 
who would revise Turkish law, but 
insisted that neutrals in the world 
war, rather than the Hague perma- 
nent court of international justice 
should choose these experts. How- 
ever they were insistent that this 
group of adviser should have no con- 
trol over the laws covering1 the ar- 
rest of foreigners. The final col- 
lapse of the conference was not with- 
out almost desperate efforts to in- 
duce the Turks to sign. "When Is- 
met, meeting the representatives of 
tha powers in Lord Curzons room 
at Ouchy, Indicated that the would 
not accept the terras, the British 
foreign minister, M. Bompard and 
Marquis Di Garroni pleaded and ar 
gued long and earnestly but to no 
avail.

These confer- 
ences were fruitless and Lord Cur- 
zon after delaying his train for half 
hour, .set out on a return trip to 
London.

Washington, Feb. 5—Losses ^sus- 


tained by the government from war 
time operation of railroads and its 
aftermath of earnings guarantees 
and damage settlements will total 
aprosimately 11,800,000,000, accord- 
ing to data made available today for 
the first time in a report by James 
C. Davis, director general of rau- 
roads, transmitted to congress by 
President Harding. 
Not only does 
the amount come within congress 
ional appropriations already made 
but there will also be a return to 
the treasury of about $400,000,000 in 
sh and railroad securities.

Lausanne, Feb. 5. — (By The A. P) 


— Ismet Pasha, head of the Turkish 
delegation, informed the correspond- 
ent today that Turkey had no desire 
to resume 
hostilities with either 


Greece or Great Britain as a result 
of collapse of the ne_ar east confer- 
ence but he emphasized that the 
Turkish and English armies are still 
facing each other in Asia Minor. 
Ismet said the Turks would asfc 


the powers whether they considered 
the negotiations officially at an end 
The impression prevailed among 


the conference delegates that Turkey 
would be informed officially of the 
termination of the negotiation in- 
asmuch as it greatly desired to con- 
tinue the Mudania armistice, thus 
avoiding the 
possible renewal of 


war. 
The entire French 
delegation 


planned to leave for Paris early 
this afternoon. 
The Turks will probably depart 


tomorrow. It is believed that the 
misunderstandings which developed 
between the British and French del- 
egations in the last days of the con- 
ference contributed to the final 
break, as the Turks got the idea 
that they could count upon a split 
among the allies and obtain 
more 


favorable conditions.

KEEP IN MIND 


THESE 4 IDEAS 


With many people preparing to 


buy homes, officials of the local build- 
ing and loan associations have issued 
a list of suggestions on how to fi- 
nance a home. According to them, 
four fundamental 
Ideas 
should be 


kept in mind by those preparing to 
buy. 


1. Know exactly what you buy 


and how to buy It. 


2. Know exactly how you are go- 


ing to pay for your home. 


3. Beware of where you obtain 
loans on your home. 


4. Be sure to ask yourself how 


much you can afford. 


The instructions urge the pros- 


pective buyer to be sure the title Is 
clear. 
"Make sure there are no as- 


sessments. You must be prepared to 
pay taxes on property and special && 
sessments for water, sewer, electric 
light, gas, paving and sidewalks." 


While this advice may seem ob- 


vious, many purchasers of limited 
means have suffered through lack of 
knowledge of these fundamentals. 
The second fundamental, that of pay- 
ing for the home, often is misunder- 
stood and the axiom, "The more 
risks the borrower assumes, the few- 
er the lender will have to charge him 
for," always should be borne in mind. 
Most homes are bought on credit, 
there being more than 4,000,000 mort- 
gaged homes in the United States, 90 
percent of them financed through 
building and loan Institutions. 


You must ask yourdelf how much 


you can 
afford. It Is suggested by 
financial men that a man may own 
a home worth one and one-half to 
two and a half time? his annual in- 
come, but the payments he makes 
during the first few years after pur- 
chasing resuire the most attention. 
To rent a home a man can devote 
his customary savings, in addition to 
what he ordinarily would pay for 
rent, to paying off the principal of 
loans oh his home. 


Newark building and loan men are 
urging the advisability of making a 
connection with some institution, 
catering to home financing before 
taking any definite 
steps toward 


buying a. home. "If a man has a 
savings account with some building 
and loan institution and the officials 
of this institution know that he is a 
conscientious worker, a systematic 
saver and has an ambitioi. to get 
ahead, he stands a better chance of 
letting a desirable loan," said B. M. 
Baugher of the Home Building As- 
sociation, speaking for the building 
and loan men.

THE COST OF DISTRIBUTION. 


In a general way it is figured to cost one-third of the price of a pair 


of shoes to get it from the factory to the person who buys the shoes. The 
same proportion may exist in many other lines of trade. There is much 
complaint of this cost of distribution, and people are constantly asking 
if it can not be reduced. 


Yet people must reflect that if they had to go to the factory or farm 


and buy the stuff direct, they would be at still greater expense. 
They 


would have to spend all their time travelling around from one factory to 
another, and from one farm to another, to buy their stuff, and would have- 
no time left in which to do any work. 


Modern life can not be conducted on its present basis, except through 


something much like the present distribution method. The present sys- 
tem may be costly. But it saves an enormous amount of valuable time to 
the consumer, by bringing goods from all over the world, and establishing- 
stocks of the same in every good business town, where people can come 
in and pick out what they want in a few minutes. 


The freight and trucking charges are now a considerable item in dis 


tribution costs. 
Also people demand that stores carry large stocks of 


goods, so that they can have a good selection from which to make choices. 
This makes it necessary for merchants to tie up large amounts of money 
in such stocks, and pay interest and insurance and storage charges on all 
this stuff. The bigger the stocks that stores must carry, the higher rent- 
als they must pay. 


Furthermore, the constant style changes which grow out of popular 


habits are costly. If people refuse to buy goods because some particular 
style has gone by, the same must be sold at a big sacrifice and the price 
on new goods must be fixed high enough to make up. Thus distribution 
charges could be reduced to some extent if people were more sensible.

Scandinavian 
Banking 


Interests Will Finance 
Proposed Extension of 
Ship Canal. 
« 


Helsingfors—The 
Soviet govern- 


ment has 
completed 
negotiations, 
according to reports reaching this 
c^ 


city, for a loan from Scandinavian 
banking firms to be used for the 
extension of what is known as the 
Mane canal system. Canals connect 
thj upper reaches of the Volga with ' 
the Neva, thus making Petrograd - 
virtually a commercial port for Cas- 
pian sea trade. A German steamer 
recently 
demonstrated that ships 


can pass from Petrograd 
to 
the 


Caspian sea through these canals, 
a.nd the plan is to make them nav- 
igable for big river lighters and 
Doats of a fair size. 


The amount of the loan has not 


been made public. 


The steamer that made the pass- 


age of t'he canals and rivers reach- ' "' 
ed Enseli, the Persian port on the 
Caspian sea, direct from Hamburg 
with a cargo of sugar, foot-wear and 
sewing machines. The trip was part 
of the German plan to regain form- 
er shipping influence, and-more or 
less in the nature of an experiment. 
The steamer left Hamburg in July, - 
passed through the Baltic to Petro- 
grad, and by the Neva entered Lake 
Ladoga, 
Thence she made a long 


journey through the canals which . 
brought her to Ribinsk, on the Vol- 
ga. From that point the Volga M 
navigable for 
small vessels. The 


boat reached Nijni Novforod on Oc- 
tober 8, descended the river to As- - 
trakan, and proceeded, to Enseli. 


The trip seems to have proved that 
the route is satisfactory, as a Ham- 
burg company has been organized 
and will build a fleet of vessels to 
make regular trips along this route. 
The boats will begin operations iff""""' 
the spring of 1923, and will carry 
German manufactured 
goods into 


Russian and the Caspian ports. .
